Another lega) battle as stubborn as that 
froth which part of the old Yerkes street 
car properties emerged only a short time 
ago is promised as the result of the appoint- 
ment yesterday of receivers for the Chicago 
Railways company. 

In the renewed litigation, however, the 
city’s interests are protected by the ordi- 
hnatices under which the company operates, 
attorneys agree. 

Judge Grosscup in the United States Cir- 
cuit court in the morning named Henry A. 
Biair and John M. Roach receivers on a 
petition that had for its object the avoid- 
ing of payment of judgments’anhd executions 
againet the company aggregating hearly 
$1,500,000. 

The judgments were entered in the morn- 
ing by Judge Fariin Q. Ball, who decided 
last week that the Railways company was 
liable for the bonds of the Consolidated ‘T'Trac- 


| tion company—the old Yerkes outlying lines. 


Execution on the Property. 

Then quickly followed the federal court re- 
ceivership, and then, in the afternoon Judge 
Ball ordered a writ of execution against the 
Railways company. Thesheriff was directed 
to levy upon the property of the company to. 
collect the amount of the judgment. The 
company, under the law, has two weeks {n 
which to file notice of an appeal and a bond 
to cover the amount of the judgments, before 
the writ can be executed/ 

Judge Ball's judgment was rendered in fa- 
yor of William Hartity and Wilitam C. Mo- 
Henry. The exact amount was $1,844,684.78. 

Attorneys of the Chicago Railways com- 
pany and its bankers issued statements cal!- 
ing the decision of Judge Ball *‘ unjust " and 
“inequitable,” and expressing the belief that 
it would be reversed by bigher courts. 

Immediately John Barton Payne, speaking 
for the Consolidated bondholders, who had 
obtained the judgment, issued another state- 


j ment, saying a secret agreement was entered 


into .fearly three years ago by representa- 
tives of the Chicago Railways company to 
take care of " oprtain, bonds of the Coneali- 
dated company,” 


Crediter Hurries Into Court. 


‘Tt was only fifteen minuteé after Juage 


Ball bad entered the judgment when the | 
Westinghouse Hiectric company presented a 
petition to Judge Grosscup asking for the ap- 
pointing of a receiver, alleging that the com- 
pany was in default in the payment of $69,- 
514.738 due it. At the same time W. W. 
Gurley, attorney for the Railways company, 
filed an atiswer to the petition acknowledg- 
ing the indebtedness, and alleging that the’ 
company's assets were In jeopardy of being 
dissipated on account of udgments entered. 
Judge Grosscup immediately appointed Mr. 
Blair and Mr. Roach receivers. There was no 
hearing upon the question of solvency. 
Judge Grosscup then held a conference in 
his chambers with Mayor Busse, Corpora- 
tion Counse) Brundage, Ald. Milton J. Fore- 
man, W. W. Gurley, and Mr. Roach, at which 
he entertained a pléa from the city officials 
to hasten the rehabilitation of the Consoli- 
dated lines, so that the city may proceed 


;to pave cestain streets. It was agreed Judge 


Grosscup and Receiver Roach, together with 
city offictals,.should make an inapection tour 
of the Consolidated lines on Saturday. 


Decline in the Certificates. 

As soon as the news of the recetvership 
reached La Salle street there was @ collapse 
of the Railways series 2 certificates, and the 
shares dropped from 23%, the closing “price 
Saturdey, to 14. Later, upon réeassuranceées 
from the lawyers and the Harris Trust and 
Savings bank, the sponsors for the Chicago 
Railways bonds, that the receivership was 
simply a * protective measure,” the market 
rallied to 17. 

Although the traction company which 
owns and operates the north and west side 
lines has in its treasury somewhere between 
$5,000,000 and $6,000,000 cash, it confessed 
in tite ahewer to the petition for a recéiver 
filed by the Westinghouse company its ina- 
bility to meet that concern’s claim for $60,- 
614.73 and admitted its willingness to have 4 
receiver appointed. 

The attorneye and bankers representing 
the Railways company agreed in terming the 
receivership a “ protective measeure,’’ madé 
neceseary because they were fearful that 
other holders of the $6,750,000 Consolidated 
bonds algo would secure judgmente under 
the decision of Judge Ball. 


Two Statements Are Issued. 

No sooner had the receivers been appointed 
than Attorney Gurley and Andrew. Cooke, 
viee president of the Harris Trust and Sav- 
ings bank, gave out statements. Mr. Gurley 
said: 

“The company was compelled to acquiesce 
in the views of its creditors, who were such 
creditors through its own contracts for sup- 
plies and materials, and were forced té con- 
sent to thé appoiniment of receivers for the 
protection of its property and its bona fide 
creditors and for the protection also of its 
patrons and of the city of Chicago. 

“The assertion and enforcement of the 
Claims presented to Judge Ball involved con- 
sequehces Which were inequitableand tnjust 


to other parties in interest. 


“The company.- acquired its property 

through decrees and orders of the Circuit 

court of the United States, and hed sup- 

posed that it owned this property absolutely 
free and clear et all claims and demands,"’

There is no question that there are several 
state lumber trusts. But these trusts are 
not amenable to the federal law. The in- 
vestigation which has been made has not 
shown any re ms between the various 
state trusts which would enable the govern- 
ment to sustain a suit under the Sherman 
law.. It is — e there is such a trust. It 
is possible the d ment of justice may se- 
cure the additional information which must 
be had before legal action can be taken. 

Seek High Price Causes. 

The purpose of the department, besides 
getting information with a view to Institut- 
ing a suit, is to establish whether or not the 
combinations among lumbermen are regpon- 
sible for the increase in the cost of lumber. 
This feature of the matter also has attracted 
the attention of the joint committee of the 
house and senate which has been investigat- 
ing the high cost of living. 

There never has been the slightest doubt 
that the ownership of timber has passed 


Lumbermen have never concealed that three 
interests now control. one-fifth of all the 
standing timber in the United States. The- 
odore M. Knappen, secretary of the National 
Forest Conservation league, made the follow- 
ing observations before the house ways and 
means committee during the consideration 
of the Aldrich tariff bill: 

‘‘ Many of the holders of timber have ac- 
quired their property at insignificant figures 
and have seen them rise in value, if we are to 
accept the carefully prepared data of the 
government, from 100 to 300 per cent in eight 
years, and with the probability that this-rate 
of increase will continue. 

‘A few great corporations or aggregations 
of individuals now control an immense pro- 
portion of the remaining forests of the United 
States. One of these, the great Weyerhiuser 
group, is said to have produced more than 
fifty millionaires, and if we are to believe 
Mr. N. W. McLeod, president of the National 
Lumber Manufacturers’ association, the bulk 
of these fortunes must have arisen from the 
ownership of large bodies of timber rather 
than from mannpfacture, and he predicts that 
this condition wil! continue.”

Postal to Withdraw Boys. 

The Postal Telegraph-Cable company dur- 
ing the day promised to withdraw its “ red 
light’ messenger service, but the Western 
Union, which controls the great bulk of that 
brand of business, remained obstinate, com- 
plained of alleged discrimination, and said 
it was up to Chief of Police Steward to 
placard resorts and gambling houses and 
keep all minors out of the segregated district. 

In making the promise to a reporter for 
Tur TRIBUNE, Division Supt. N, G. McGill 
of the Postal company said it was the policy 
of General Manager E. J. McNally to save 
the morals of the boys. 

The most burdensome grievance of the 
Western Union officials was that Tus TRIB- 
UNE had mentioned the name of that concern 
in its crusade to save the boys from ruina- 
tion. The officials held that it was the 
American District Telegraph company and 
the Illinois District Telegraph company 
which employed the boys, and in the next 
breath they admitted that these two concerns 
were controlled by the Western Union.

TAIL IS 45 DEGREES LONG. 


Fine View from Yerkes Observatory 
During Eclipse of Moon. 


Forty degrees of new born tail for the 
comet and a doubling of its luminosity owing 
to flaming hydro-carbon gas were recorded 
by the astronomers at the Williams Bay ob- 
servatory late Jast night after the specto- 
graphic negatives had been developed. Prof. 
E. B. Frost, director of the observatory, an- 
nounced the results of the computations. 

‘Four of us, after independent calcula- 
tions, agree that the new tail of the comet is 
forty degrees long,” be said. ‘‘ The tail was 
visible long after the head had set. The 
darkening of the sky by the eclipse of the 
moon helped greatly in the observations. 


Making *Gas at Rapid Rate. 

“Observations by the hand spectroscope 
showed carbon bands in the head of the 
comet. These are confirmed by the develop- 
ment of the negatives made with the twelve 
inch telescope: The internal activity of the 
comet is in full blast. It is making gas at 
a terrific rate. 

Prof. Frost said he did not expect to see 
the old tail in the east this morning. 

“The old tall must disappear,” he added. 
‘‘“When detached from its source it can only 
condense or fade away as the end of an active 
tail always does.”

BERLIN, May 23.—Herr Frey, a German 
aviator, made a splendid flight in a Farman 
biplane this evening over Berlin from Jo- 
hannisthal.

Depew Gives Historic Secrets. 

The closing hour of the debate served to 
elicit two fmportant historical revelations 
by Senator Depew, which were given from 
his own store of information. One of them 
bore on the war with Spain and the other 
on the Venezuelan embrogiio with Great 
Britain during the second administration of 
Cleveland. 

The statement regarding the Spanish war 
was elicited by an assertion by Senator 
Heyburn that the people themselves did 
not want wars, but were compelied by their 
rulets to submit to them. 

Mr. Depew said popular demand had forced 
the war with Spain and that President Mc- 
Kinkey had been opposed to it. He said as 
favorable tertiis could have been obtained 

from Spain without as were obtained with 
war. 

“Does mot the senator belleve that ex- 
cept for the pressure of that time, the presi- 
dent would have negotiated Spain off the 
American continent?’ asked Mr. Hale. 

“I do,” responded the New York senator. 
“TI know Spain. wae prepared to abandon 
Cuba ahd Porto Rico to prevent humili- 
ation if it could be assured of the acceptance 
of the proposition.” 

He said President McKinley hed not been 
a strong enough personality to resist the 
popular will. 


Bays Salisbury Sought War. 

Mr. Depew also related some history con- 
cerning the Veneguelan episode of the second 
Cleveland administration. 

“An intimate friend of mine who also was 
an intimate friend of Lord Salisbury, then the 
British prime minister,’’ he said, “told me 
that when the president's message was pro- 
muigated Lord Salisbury said to him, ‘I be- 
lieve that on account of the rancor coming 
down from the revolutionary war and accen- 
tuated by certain occurrences in the civil 
war, America means to have a war with 
Great Britain at some time, and I believe now 
ie the best time, when America has no navy.’ 
The view of the prime minister was overruled 
by Queen Victoria, but if Lord Salisbury had 
had the powers possessed by some of the 
English prime ministers the issue certainly 
would have been tried out.”

PAINTER FIGHTS 2 MEN. 


‘Spanish Artist Fires on Oppo- : 
nents, Brothers, and Honor 
Is Satisfied. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
PARIS, May 23.-Three pistol duels were 
fought here this morning, but only one of 
them was accompanied by actual bloodshed. 


‘This was fought at Prince’s park, between | 


Lieut. Ismael de Lesseps and Count de 
Poligny, who have met twice before on the 
field of honor without serious result. 

The first encounter, some months ago, be- 

ween these young fire eaters, had to be 
Sica off after it was ge aoe, fi cr piome 

Oligny had an accident to eould 
not continue to use his sword. The second 
meeting took place a few weeks ago, but 
while it began with swords it had to be con- 
tinued with pistols because of Poligny’s leg, 
which was troubling him again. Six shote 
were exchanged without result. 

The whole trouble grew out of @ ata 
quarrel, butthig morning’s encounter was 
direct result of a letter published by De Les- 
seps in a newspaper. The conditions of the 
duel this morning were more severe than on 
the previous oceasions. Only sixteen meters 
separated the combatants. 


Fire Again and Again. 

The men faced each other and at the com- 
mand to fire two shots were exchanged. As 
they were without result, fresh pistols were 
provided and De Lesseps fired: His bullet 
struck the barrel of Poligny’s weapon, 
gianced, and entered the shoulder of his 
opponent. It caused a bad wound, 

A second later Poligny fired and his ball 
went through De Lesseps’ right thigh, lodg- 
ing in the left near the femoral artery, 

The wounded man staggered and was 
about to fall when he was supported by 
friends and carried to an automobile. When 
he reached home a surgeon was summoned 
and the bullet was extracted. De Lesseps 
refused to have chicroform administered, 
and while he must have suffered great pain 
he made no complaint. His wound is serious 
and it ie feared it may result fatally, as he 
has had several hemorrhages. 

Painter Fights Two Brothers. 

The other duels were between the Spanish 
painter, Jean Sala, and two brothers, Max 
and Alex Fischer, writers of humorous 
books. They are well known in society, and 
only a short time ago they were painted to- 
gether by Sala and their portrait wae hung 
in the salon. Sala co ed himself in- 
sulted by an article written the Fischers 
apropos of Sale’s attempts to destroy his owa 
pictures. The duels followed. 

When the men met at Prince’s park at 11:20 
this morning Sala first faced Max Fischer. 
Two shots were fired without reguit. The 
artist then exchanged shots with Alex, but 
neither was hurt.

About $500,000,000 in Automobiles. 

An estimate of the amount of money in- 
vested in this country in automobiles can be 
based on the output of cars this year, which is 
figured at 220,000. It is improbable that the 
average price paid is less than $1,000, ao that 
the value of the year’s product of the auto- 
mobile factories should approximate $220,- 
000,000. This is for one year. Altogether 
there is probably $500,000,000 invested in this 
class of vehicle, the greater part of it being 
pleasure machines. 

As bearing on the output of cars, Alfred 
Reeves, manager of the Association of 
Licensed Automobile Manufacturers says: 

“This year’s production of automobiles 
made under the Selden patent will show an 
enormous increase over a yéar ago. In 
1907, 102,000 cars were built by licensed 
manufacturers and 10,000 cars by manufac 
turers outside the association. This year’s 
increase should bring the productions up to 
200,000 under the Selden patent and 18,000 
to 20,000 by outside manufacturers.”
